| In reply to your favor of October Slst, we have looked 
over the list of coins and see nothing rare enough for you to go_ ae 
to much trouble about. We doubt if you could sell the gold for Sac 
much over the present day price of gold, as we think that is about 
all the gold coins would bring. The silver pieces, as far as we 
can see, sre not rare, and would probably sell at not much over 
the silver value. The copper pieces are probably worth about. 
fifty cents for the whole lot. If you can dispose of them in 
Canada we would think it best. You might write to L. A. Renaud, 
Curator of the Antiquarian and Numismatic Society of Montreal, 
Le Cha-eau de Ramezay, !fontreal, Canada, who is more conversant 
with Canadian dealers and collectors than we are. ) 


if you care to, and the price of gold in this. bavi is 
more than in Canada, you can send the foreggn gold coin to us and 
we will pay you at the rate of gold quoted in this country at the 
time received. If you do this, do not send in any one package more 
than $100.00 in gold, as a consular invoice is required in this 
country for imports over $100.00. In more than one package do 
not snd the packages within a few days of one another and have the | 
packages addressed to the Society and not to the writer, and have eee 
on the outside "May be opened for Gustoms inspection”. If you wish ne 
to have consular invoices accompany this shipment I think it wuld a 
cost $5.00.
